Wut detoze his aleſty could leape on hozls back, his Bigh⸗ 
neſſe being now tome downe by the Eguerie: all thehuntf- 
men with the hownds attending his Paieſtie on the green, 
and the Court making ts their — his Bighneffe ſelfe 
was: Maſter Alexander Ruthven ſecond bꝛother to the late 
earle of Gowzie being then lighted in the towne of Falk- 
land, haſted dim faſt dow ne to oucrtake his Paieftiebefoze 
his on · leaping, as he did. there mecting his Pighnelle, 
after a very lowe curtefie , bowing his head vnder his Pa⸗ 
ieſties knee, (although he was ncuer wont to make fo lowe 
courteſie) dzawing his Maieſtie aparte, hebeginnes to diſ⸗ 
courſe vnto him, but with a verp deicacdconntenaunce, his 
eies euer fixed vpon the earth, howe that it chaunced him in 
the euening befo2e, to be wallung abzoad about p; flelds, ta⸗ 
king the ay;e ſolitarie alone, without the Towneofſaint 
Johnlloun, where his pzelent dwelling with the Loꝛde his

bꝛother was, zthere by atcident affirmed to haue recountred 
a baſe like fellow, vnunowne to him, with a cloke caſt about 
his mouth: whome as he enquired his name, and what his 
errand was to be paſſing in fo ſolitarie a part, being from al 
waies:the fellow became on a ſodaine d amazed, and his 
tongue ſo faultered in his mouth, that vppon his luſpitious 
behautour he begonne moꝛe nartowl to lodk vnto him and 
examine him:and perceiuing that there appeared ſome thing 
to be hid vnder his cloke, he did caſt by the lappes of it, and 
ſo finds a great wide pot to be vn zer his arme, all full of cop⸗ 
ned gold in great peeccs : aſſuring his maieſty that it was 
in very great quantity. p the ſight whero as he affrmed, 
he tooke backe the fellow with his burthen to the fowne, 
where he pꝛiuatly, without the knowlege of any man, toke 
the felow, and bound him in a pꝛiuy derned houſe:and after, 
locked many does vpon him, and left him there and his 
pgt with him, and had haſted himſelfe out ofſaint Johnſtoun 
tgat day by foure howers in the moꝛning, to make his ma⸗ 
ieſtie aduertiſed thereol, attoꝛding to his bound dutie: ears 
neſtly requeſting bis maieſtie with all diligence and ſecre⸗ 
ſie that his maieſtie might take oꝛder there with, befoze any 
know therof: D wearing and pꝛoteſting, that he had yet con- 
cealed it from all men: yea; from the earie his own bꝛother. 
His maieſties firſt anſwere was (after thanking him foz his 
god will) that it could not become his maieſtp to meddle a⸗ 


np waies in that matter, fince no mans treaſure that is a 


fre andlawful ſubiect can, by the law appertaine vnto the 
Ning, except it be found hid vnder the earth, as this was not. 
UWherevnto he anſwered, that the fellow conkelled vnto him 


that he was going to haue hid it vnder the ground, but 


coulde not take leaſure at that time to enquire any further 
of him. Wherevato his maieſtie rcplyed , that there 
was great difference betwirt a deede, and the intention 
of a deede 2: his intention to haue hid it, not being alike as 
ik it had been found already bidde. Pailter Alexanders 
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anſwere was, that hee thought his: Maieſtie ouer ſtrupu / 
laus in ſuch a matter, tending ſo greatly to his maieſties pꝛo⸗ 
fite : and that ifhis maie ſtie deferred to meddle with it, that 
it might be, that the Lo2d his bzother, and other great men 
might meddle with it, and make his maieſtie the moꝛe adoe. 
Whereupon the King beginning toſuſpect that it had beene 
ſome fozraine gold bꝛought home by ſome Jeſuites ſoꝛ pꝛaai⸗ 
ſing Papiſtes (therewith to ſtirre vp ſome new ſedition as 
they haue oftentimes done befoze)inquired ofthe ſaid maſter 
Alexander, what kinde of copne it was, and what a fellowe 
he was that carried it. His anſwere was, that ſo farre as he 
could take leiſure to ſee of them, that they ſeemed to bee fo2» 
raine ſtrokes of copne, and although the fellowe , both by 
his language and fachions ſeemd to be a Scots felow,yet he 
could neuer remember that he had ſcene him befoze, {Theſe 
ſpeaches increaſed his maieſties ſuſpition, that it was fozs 
raine copne bꝛought in by ſome pzaciſing Papiſtes, and to 
be diſtributed into the countrie, as is befoꝛe ſapd: And that 


the fellobo that carryed it, was ſome Scots Pꝛieſt, 02 Semi⸗ 
narie ſo diſguiſed, fo2 the moze ſure tranſpozting thereof, - 


Wherupon his maieſtie reſolued that he would ſend backe 
with the ſais maiſter Alexander, a ſeruant of his owne with 
a warrant to the Pꝛouoſt and Bailiffes of Saint Johaſton, 
to recctue both the fellow and the money of maiſter ateran- 
ders hand, and after they had examined the fellow, to retaine 
him and the treaſure, till his maieſties further pleaſure was 
knowne. "1G : 

Wheratf the ſapd maiſter Alexander ſtirred maruectlonſip2 
affirming and pꝛateſting, that if epther the Lo2de his bzo⸗ 
ther, o2 tze Bailiffes of the towne were put cn the coun- 
latlethcreof:; his maieſtie would gette a verie badde count 
made to him ofthat treaſure, wearing that the great lou 
and affection hee bare vnto his Þatieſtic,hay' made him 
to pꝛeferre his Maieſtie in this caſe, bath vnto him⸗ 
ſcifc and his bꝛother. r which ſeruice her hum⸗ 
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Fomries conſpiracie. 


bly craued that recompence, that his maieſty would take the 
papnes once to ride thither , that he might be the firſt ſæer 
thereof himſelle: which being done, he woulde remit to his 
Maieſties owne honourable diſcretion, how farre it would 
pleaſe his Maieſtie to conſider vpon him foz that ſeruite. 
Vis Yighneſe being ſtricken in great admiration , both 
of the vncouthneſſe of the tale, and of the ſtrange and ſtupide 
behauio: ofthe Repozter : and the Court being already hoz- 
ſed,wondzing at his Maieſties ſo long ſtay with that gentle⸗ 
man, the mozning being ſo faire, the game already found, 
and the huntſmen ſo long ſtaying in the fields on his Maie⸗ 
ſtie: he was fozced fo bzeake off,only with theſe woꝛds, that 
he could not now ſtay any longer from his ſpoꝛt, but that hee 
would coufider of the matter, and at the end ofhts chale, giue 
him a reſolute anſwere, what oꝛder he would take therein. 
Whervpon his Maieſtie parted in halte from hun towards 
the place where the game was. 
Paiſter Alexander parting from his Maieſtie very miſ- 
content, that inde lapedly he raide not to ſaint Tehnſtoun a3 
he deũred him: pꝛoteſting that his Paieſtis would net find 
euery day ſuch a choiſe ot hunting, as he had offered to him, 
and that he feared that his Maieſties long delay and ſlowe⸗ 
neſſe of reſolution, would bꝛerde leaſure to the fellow, who 
was lying bound, to cry,o2 make ſuch dinne, as woulde diſ⸗ 
appoynt the ſecrecie ofthat whole purpoſe , and make both 
the fellow and the treaſure to be meddcled with, befoze any 
woꝛd could come from his PMaieſtp: as alſo, that his bꝛother 
wold miſſe him, in reſpec of his abſence that moꝛning, which 
if his maieſty had pleaſed to haſte, he might haue pꝛeuented: 
arriuing there in the time of his bzothers t the whole toons 


being at the ſermon: whereby his Paieſtie might haue ta⸗ 
ken ſuch ſecret oꝛder with that matter, as he pleaſed, befoze 
their out- comming from the church. But his Maieſtie, with- 
out any further anſwering him, lcaping on hoꝛſe backe, and 


riding to the dogs, whcrethep were beginning to haunt, = 
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ſaid maifter Alexander ſfayed ſtill in that place where he left 
his Maieſtie: and hauing two men with him, appointed by 
the Carle his bꝛother, to carry backe vnto him the certayne 
newes in all haſle, of his Paieties comming (as hereaftcr 

mo ꝛe particularly ſhall in this ſame diſcourſe be declared) 
He directed the one ot them called Andzew Henderſon, 
Chamuverlaine to the ſaide Earle, to ride in all haſte to the 
Earle, commanding him, as he loued his bꝛothers honoz, 
that he ſhould not fpare fo; ſpilling ofhis bo2ſe , and that hee 
ſhould aduertiſe the Earle, that he hoped to moue his Paie⸗ 
ſie to come thither, and that he ſhould not yet lone fo; hym, 
the ſpace of the houres thereafter, becauſe ofhis Paicſties 
hunting, adding thele wozdes: Pꝛay my L od my bꝛother 
to pꝛepare the dinner foz vs. But his Maieſtte was no ſwner 
ridden vppe to a littte hill aboue the little wodde, where the 
dogges were lapde on in hunting: but that notwithſtanding 
the pleaſant beginning ol the chaſe, he could not ſtaꝝ from 
muſing and wondering vpon the news. Uherevpon,with- 
out making any body acquainted with this purpoſe, finding 
John Neſmith Chirurgian, by chance riding beſide him, his 
Maieſtie directed him backe to bzing maſter Alexander with 
bim:who being b3ought vato his maicſtie, and haning news 
ly directed, as ſaid is, one ot his men that was with him back 
to my Load his bꝛother, his Paieſtie vaknowing o2 ſuſpea⸗ 
ing that any man liuing had come with him, then tolde him 
that he had berne aduiſing with hinſelfe,and in reſpec of his 
laſt wo2des ſa earneſt with him, he reſolued to ride thither 
fo: that arrand in his owne perfon, how (one the chaſc was 
ended, which was already begunne. Like as his aieſtie, 
vpon the very ending of theſe wo2des, did ride awap in the 
chaſe, the ſaid maiſter Aleranver following hun at his backe: 
nootyer creature being with his Bighnes, but he, and John 
Hanuiton ef Ozange, one of his Maieſties maſter- ſtablers, 
the reſt ol the Court being all befoze in the chaſe , his Maie⸗ 
Ge onely being caſt backe vppon the ſtaying to ſpeake with 
maiſter 
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Gowries conſþiracie. 

matter Alexander, as is befo2cſaiv, 
The chaſe laffed from about ſeauen of the clocke 
in the mozning, vntill eleuen, and moze, being one of the 
greateſt and ſoꝛeſt chaſes that euer his maieſty was at: all 
which time the ſapde maiſter Alexander was ('fos the moſt 
part)cuer at his maieſties backe, as is ſapd. But there neuer 
was anp ſtop in the chaſe, oꝛ ſo ſmall a delap, that the ſapde 
maſter Alcxander omitted to round his maioſty, erneſtip re- 
queſting him to haſten the end ofthe hunting, that he might 
ride the ſoner to ſaint John ſtoun. Do as at the death ofthe 
bucke, his maieſty, not ſtaying vpon the curry ol the Diere, 
(as his vſe ts)ſcarcely tok time to alight, awapting vpon the 
comming of a freſh hoꝛſe to ride on, the greatnes ofthe chaſe 
hauing wearted his hoꝛſe. 
Baut the ſayd maſter Alexander would not ſaffer the king 
to ſtap in the parke where the bucke was killed, whiles his 
freſh hozſe which was already ſentfoz , was bꝛought out ot 
the equerp to him, (although it was not two flight ſhot off) 
but bounds betwirt the part where the buck was killed, and 
his maieſties equery: but with very impoꝛtunity foꝛced his 
maieſty to leap on agapne vpon thatſame hozſe,thathchab 
hunted all the day vpon, his freſh hozſe being made to gallop 
a mile ot the wayto ouertane him this maieſty not ſtaping ſo 
much as vpon his ſwoꝛd, no2 while the duke and the carte 
of Marre, wyth diuerſe other Gentlemen in his company 
had charged their hoꝛſe: Dnely ſaying vnto them, that he 
was to ride fo ſaint John · cotm to ſpeake with the earle of 
Cowꝛp, and that he would be pꝛeſently backeagaine befoze 
euen. | 

Mherevppon ſome of the Court gallopped backe fo 
Falkeland as faſt as they coulde,to chaunge thepꝛ hoꝛſe, but 
rould not ouertake his Paieſtie, vntill her came within 
foure mile of ſaint John-ffour. Others rid fozward' with 
their hoꝛſes, wearied as they were, whereof ſome were come 
pclled to alight by the way, and had they not both ag" 
. kir

their hozſes,fedde them, and giuen them (ome graſle by the way, 
they had not carried them to S. lolinſtoun. The cauſe of his Pas 
ieſties ſeruaunts following ſo felt, vndeũired by him, being only 
grounded vpon a ſuſpition they had concctued that his Maiellies 
intention ofrpding, was to2 the appꝛehenſion of the MPailler of 
Oliphant, one who had late lud downe a vile x pzoud oppꝛeſſion 
in Angus. Fo} repairing of the which, thry thought that his Pa⸗ 
ieſtie had ſome purpols ©3 his appꝛehenſien. 

But the (aide Maiſter Alexander ſe&ing the Duke and the 
Earle of Mar, with diuerſe other of the tourt, getting freſh hoꝛle 
fo; following of his Paieſlie, earneſtliy deſtred hun that he wold 
publiſh to his whole traine, that ſince he was to returne the ſame 
euening, as is befoze ſaio, they needed not to follow him, eſpeti⸗ 
ally that he thought it meeteſt that his aieſtic ſhould ftay the 
Duke t the Carle of Mar to follow him, and that he ſhould only 
take th2& oz foure ofhis oiun poe ſcruants with him,affirming 
that if any Noble man followed him, he could not anſwere fo; 
it, but that they would marre that whole purpoſe. | 

Wherupon his Paieſtie halle angry,rcplped,that he would 
not miſtruſt the Duke noꝛ the Earle of Var in a greater purpoſe 
no; that, and that he could not vnderſtand what hinderance ane 
man could make in that rand. 

But theſe laſt ſpæches ol Maiſter Alcxanders, made the 
Ning ta begiato ſußye t what — whercupon many 
and ſundzy thoughts began to enter into the Rings minde. But 
pet his dieſtie could neuer ſaſpect any barme to be intended a- 
ast his Niabneſſe by that young Gentleman, with whom his 
Maleſſie hd hene ſo well acquainted, as he had not long befoze 
bene in ſeate to be one ofthe Gentlemen of his Chamber : ſo as 
the.Gauthelt that the Kings luſpition could reach lo, was, that it 
_ ve that the Ele his bzother had handled him ſo hardly, 
that the voung Gentleman being ol a high ſpirit, had taken ſuon 

(ore, as he was became ſamewhat beũdes himſelſr, which 
bis Maeſtie conienur ed as well by his rapſcd ard buconth ſta· 
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{tkewils, by ſuch firaunge ſo;t ot vulikely viſcourſes, as is alres 


mentioned. LH Jo 
here vpon his Maieſtic tobe occaſion to make the Duke 
of Lennox acquainted with the whole purpoſe , enquiring of 
him very earneſtly what he knew of that young Gentlemang 
nature, beeing his bꝛother in law: and it de has perceived him 
to be ſubied to any high appꝛehenſion, his Paieſtie declaring 
his ſuſpition piatncly to the ſatv Lozd Duke, that hee thought 
him not well ſetled in his wits: aiwayes defiring my Loꝛd 
Duke not to faile to accompany him into that houſe , where 
the alleadged fellowe and treaſure was. | 
The Lozd Duke wondzed much at that purpoſe , and 
thought it very valikely ; yet he affirmed, that her could neuer 
perceiue any ſuch appearance in that Gentlemans inclination, 
But Maiſter Alexander perceiuing his Maieſties pzinte con- 
ference with the Duke, and ſufpecting the purpoſe as it appea⸗ 
red, came to the Ring, requeſting his Maieſtie veryearnettty, 
that he ſhould make none liuing acquainted with that purpoſe, 
no2 ſuffer none to goe with his Paiellie where he ſhould conuop 
him, but himſelfe onelp, vntil his Maieſtie had oncoſene the fel- 
lowe and the Treaſure: where vnto his Maieſtie halfe-langh- 
ing, gaue anſwere, that he was no god teller ol money, and be⸗ 
haued thereloꝛe to haue ſomt᷑ to helpe him ier thãt trtand i his re⸗ 
ply was, that he would fuffer none tt ſet it hui his uleſties ſille 
at the. ficſt, but afterward he might call in whom her prenſed. 
Theie ſpeeches did fo ſncreaſe his Maieſties ſnſpition, chat then 
he beganne dircctly to luſpeu ſome trraſonable dene. Wet ma⸗ 
ny fuſpitions and thoughts oaerwhelming cueryl ont an- other 


in his ininde, his Maieſtie coulo reſolue vpon no cextame thing, 


but rode lurther on his iourry, betwixt truſt and diſkruſt, being 
aſhamed to ſeeme to ſuſpe c, in reſpcu ofthe cleannciſe of his Pao 


ieſties oſun conſcience, except hehavfound ſome greater ground, 
The laid Paiſter Alexander, ſtilipzeaſing the King to ride fas 
ſter, although his owne hoꝛſẽ was ſcarceiꝑ able to keepe tompa⸗ 
uy with the Hing ſoz wearineſle. hauing ridden with him - —

chaſe haſdꝛe. But as the King was come two miles from Ball- 
land „ the ſaid Maiſter Alexander ſtaped a little: behind the 
king in the way , and poſted away the other ſernant Andrew 
Ruthven to the Carle his bꝛother, aduertiſing him, how farre 
the king was an his way to come thither. Then how ſwne ſoe- 
ner the king came within a mile of the Towne of Saint Iohn- 
ſtoun, he (aid to his Maieſtie, that he would poſte inbefoze, fo 
aduerfiſe the Carle his bother of his Maicffics comming: Who 
at his incomming to him, was ſitting at the midſt of his Dinner, 
neuer (&ming to take knowledge of the kings comming, bntilt 
his Bꝛuther tolde it him, notwithſtanding that two of dis ſer- 
nants had aduertiſed him thereof befoze, | 

And immediately vpon his Bꝛothers repozt, ryſing in baſts 
from the bo2de, and warning all the ſernaunts and friends to 
accompany him to mete his Paieſtie, who met him with the 
number of th2ee 02 foure ſcoʒe, at the ende ofthe Jnſh, dia M 
ieſties whole company and traine , not exceeding the number of 
lirteene perſons, and all without any kinde of Armour, except 
Swoꝛdes, no not ſo much as Daggers oz Whingears, Mis 
Maiellie ſtaped an houre after his comming to the ſayde Carles 
lodging in Saint lohnſtoun, befoze his Dinner came in. 

The longſomeneſſe of pꝛeparing theſame , and badneſſe of the 
chearc, being excuſed vppon the ſubdainip comming of his Pa⸗ 
ieſtie vnloked fo2 there. 

During the which time, his Paiell ie enauired ol maiſter 
Alexander when it was time foz him to goe to that painate 
houſe about that matter whereof he had jnfozmed him: whoſe 
anlwere was, that all was ſure enough, but that there was ng 
halte pet foz an houre,vntil his maieſtie had dyned at leiſure, 
Pzaying his maieſtie to leaue him, and not to be ſeene to round 
with him beloze his Bꝛother, who hauing mifſed him that 
mozning , might there vppon ſuſpect what the matter ſhould 
meane. CTherefoꝛe his maicſhe addzeſſcdhim to the Earle, and 
diſcsurſed with him vpon ſundꝛyx matters, but could get no direct 
anſwere ol him, but halle wozds,and imperfed ſentences. 8

Mis Paicſtic being ſet domus to his Dinner, the ſkid Cue 
Kadverie penſiue, and with a deiected countenance af the ende 
of his Maieſties Table, oft rounding ouer his ſhoulder, one 
whiles to one of his ſeruaunts, and another whiles fs another : 
and oftentimes went out and in tu the Chamber. Which-fowme 
of behamour he litzewile ftept vefoze his Maieſtles fitting deore 
to dinner. But without any welcomming ol is Mateſtie, z 
any other hartie fozme of entertainment. 

The Noble men and Gentlemen ofthe Court that was with 
his Maieſtie ſtanding about the Table, arſd not defired to dyne 
as the vſe is when his Maieſtie is once (ct downe, and his in 
Deruice bꝛonght vp, vntil the Kinges Maieſtie had almoff dy⸗ 
ned. At the which time the Earle connoyed them fw2th fo their 
dinner, but ſatte not do tone with them himſelfe, as the com⸗ 
mon manner is, but came backe and ad ſilent at the ende of 
the kumgs Table, as he dio beſoꝛ:: which his Maieſtie pertei⸗ 
ning, did beginne to entertaine the Carle in a homely manner, 
wondering that her had not remained to dyne with his Ghneffs, 
and entertaine them there. 

In the meane time his Maieſtie beeing readie fo riſe from 
the Table, and all his ſeruaunts beeing in the Hall at they? 
Dinner, the ſayd aiſter Alexander, ſtanding behinde his 
Maieſties backe, pulled quietly vpon dun, rounding in his Ma⸗ 
ieſlies eare, that it was time to goe, but that hee would faine 
bane bene quit of the Earle his bother, wiſhing the King fo 
fend han out into the Halt to enterfainehis Guefts: whereupon 
the laing called fo dzinke , and ina merrie and homety manner 
fayd to the Earle, that although the Carle had ſerne the faſhion 

of entertainment in other Countries, pct he would teach him 
the @cottiſh fathion, ſe&ing he was a Stcottiſh man: and there⸗ 
foe ſinte hee had io2got to d2inks to his Paieſtie, oꝛ to ſit with 
: his Gusſts and entertaine them, his Maieſtie would dzinke to 
him his owne welcome, deſtring him to take it fezthand dzinke 
to the reſt ol the company , and in his Paieſties name to make 


them welcome, Whereupon as he went leozth, his aieſtte =

Mꝛieſtie catered into a littis ſtudie, where he ſaw ſtanding with 
avery abaſrv:countenance , not a bond- man, but afro man; 
with a Dagatr af his girale But his Mateſlie had no former en- 
fared intu that littie dudis , and Pater Alexander with him, 
but Maiſter Alexander locked to the ſtudie dene behinde him,

ter this the tumult of the towne hearing ot the flaͤughter of

muſt ride to Falkland with maſter Alexander my bother, 
and when he directs you backe, ſce that ve returne with all 
diligence, it he ſend a letter oz any other aduertiſement with 
you. 

Depones, that the maſter directed him to ſend foꝛ Andrew 
Ruthwen to be in readineſſe, to ride with them the mozrow 
at foure houres in the moꝛning. 

Declares, that thep comming to Falkland about feuen 
houres inthe moꝛning, the maſter ſtated in a lodging beſids 
the Pallace, and directed the deponer, to ſee what the king 
was doing, and the deponer finding his maieſtie in the cloſe 
comming fo2th,he paſſt backe, and told the maſter, who im- 
mediatly addꝛeſſed hunſclfe to his Vighneſſe, and ſpake

| anſwered very well, and that his Pateſtie laide his 


and ouer the maiſters ſhoulder. Thereafter mp Lo2d en⸗ 
quired if there were many at the hunting with the King? the 
deponer anſwered, that he toke no heede, but they who were 
accuſtomed to ride with his maieſtie, and ſome Engliſhmen 
were there: and that my L ozde inquired what ſpeciall men 
were with his maieſtie, and that the deponer anfwered, he 
did ſer none but my Loꝛd Duke.

my Lo2d directed him to go dp ko the Gallery to his bzother: 

and immediatly my K 029 fotlowed vp, and communded the 

deponer to bide there with his bisther, and to do any thing 

that he bade him: The depdner enquired at the marſter what 

haue ye to do sir: the in niſter anſwered, ve mull go in heere, 

and farry vntill J come backs, fo? J will take the kep with 

me. So he locked the deponer in tho round withiatyocham- 
ber, and toke the key with hm Sho2ilp thereafter; the 
maiſter returned, and the Kings Paieſtie with hem to the 
ſaid cabinet in the round: and the maiſter opening the doe, 

entered with the Hirig into the ſaid rounde: and at his verie

hand from his highneſſe mouth, and opened the windowe: 
and then his Maieſtie cryed out thereat, wherevppon his 
Pighnelſeſeruant camein at the gate, and this depaner did 
raunne and open the dwze ofthe Turnepecke head, whereat 
Iohn Ramſay entered: and the deponer Sade in the Cham⸗ 
ber vntill he did ſe Iohn Ramſay giue the maiſter a ſtroke:
